New York, Oct. 30—Hundreds of la- 


borers were working all night on the 
ruins of the terrible fire in the Tarant's 
building yesterday. 
No bodies is ere 


recovered, and none are likely to tie for 
12 hours at least. 


It is not doubted that there are bod- 


ies in the ruins, but it is not believed 
that they exceed 30, acwfding to Tatest 
accounts. 


There were 127 wounded treated in 


the hospitals. 


The list of missing was 
rapidly 


checked oft until this morning, only 
25 were missing. 


The property loss is variously esti- 


mated at between $1,000,000 and $2,000,- 


000. 
Chemicals are believed to have 


been, the original cause of the fire. 
Fire Commissioner Scaunel this morn- 
ing said he had no doubt that chemi- 
cals and oils far in excess of the Quan- 
tity sanctioned by law were stored in 
the building. Tarrant & Co. are not 
the only offenders. Other similar con- 
cerns pay little attention to the law, 
he says. 


Explaining his statement that a doz- 


en buildings -would have to be torn 
down, Superintendent Dooner said to- 
day: "More important than finding the 
dead is the protection of the 
living. 


The force of the explosion has impair- 
ed many buildings in the vicinity. 


I cannot think of letting men work in 


them while there is a possibility that 
they may come down. I believe the 
buildings along the south 
side of 


Chambers street from Greenwich to 
Washington streets and on Washing- 
ton street from Chambers to Warren 
streets have been made unfit for oc- 
cupancy. They will be thoroughly ex- 
amined and until I am sure of them 
I will not allow proprietors to open 
them for business. 


Forty buildings were damaged by 


the explosion. I place the property 
loss at $2,000,000. 


The body of a woman was located at 


8 o'clock in the ruins of the restau- 
rants adjoining Tarrant's. It Is be- 
lieved fully 20 more will be found here.

DETAILS OF THE FIKE 


New York, Oct. SO.—The long list of 


fire horrors that have occurred in and 
around the city ct: New York was aided 
to yesterday by a fire and explosion that 
shook the lower end of Manhattan lika 
an earthquake, hurled a seven-story 
building Into the air, and set fire to two 
blocks of buildings, with a loss of Ufa 
that cnly the efforts of the hundreds of 
men who were rushed to the work of dig- 
ging away the ruins as soon as the fire 
was extinguished will reveal. 


The loss of life is not known, but from 


B.11 sources of information it Is gathered 
that there are perhaps the bodies of 30 
persons in the ruins, though because of 
the hot debris and the difficulty of mov- 
ing it, nobody has been removed. 


The disaster was one of the most ter- 


rible that has ever occurred in this city, 
and rivals the Windsor hotel fire in its 
appalling i * ulta, though in loss of 
property it will be worse. 
Chief Croker 


of the fire department saya that the loss 
to property will be fully $1,000,000. 


The extent of the tremendous catas- 


trophe was more widespread than the 
city lias known for a long time. Build- 
Ings fell in on themselves or toppled1 pver 
on others, iron girders were thrown yards 
away, smashing through great walls, 
whole structures fell into the streets in 
piles. 
People walking thr'ough the 


•treels were knocked down and dan- 
gerously injured by the heavy timbers, 
glass and steel; horses were thrown 
down, wagons, windows, store fronts and 
all sorts of property for blocks ia every 
direction were wrecked and damaged. 


Thirty-five persons are reported miss- 


Ing, and ICO men, women and children 
are on the list of the isjtfred. 


The buHdir.g otTarrant & Co., makers 


of med'icinal specialties, standing at the 
northwest corner of Greenwich and War- 
ren streets, and filled with chemicals, 
took fire in some way that may never be 
known, at about 12:15 o'clock. 


An alarm was turned in, and soon af- 


terwards a second and third 
alarm. 


One fire company from station 62 had 
just arrived when a terrible explosion 
occurred, and threw the entire engine's 
crew down a stairway. 


The firemen, realizing the danger of 


their position, rushed out of the building 
to the street.

The second explosion carried destruc- 


tion in every direction. That It did not 
cause a wholesale loss of Ufa was dus 
to the fact that almost 10 minutes' warn- 
ing eame after the first cry of fire— 
a cry that was a real warning to peo- 
ple who knew the character of the chem- 
icals In the burning building—and fully 
fire minutes occurred between the first 
and minor explosion, which 
warned 


everyone within hearing, and the second 
one. 


Just after the outbreak of flrefrom the 


windows of the building a down-town 
bound train stopped at the Warren 
street station of the Ninth avenue ele- 
vated road in the street below. It passed 
on In time to escape the explosion, and 
the few people who were left on tha 
platform of the Station ore thought to 
have all escaped before the great explo- 
sion came. 


The big explosion carried aTvay th« 


station and the mass of masonry that 
fell with it broke through the flooring 
and almost demolished the structure just 
below the building. 


Immense masses of masonry, pieces of 


cornice, great beams, window casings 
and an indescribable mass of wreckage 
of every description tumbled suddenly 
Into the street in front of the building 
all at onee. 
The force of the explosion 


below had thrown the firemen back 
across the street, so that they were not 
taught, but their escape from the rain 
of debris across the street was almost 
miraculous. 


The explosion completely demolished 


windows along Greenwich street on both 
sides for three blocks in both directions. 
The street was covered with fine bits of 
glass. 
The force of the explosion was 


exerted horizontally, skylights being 
carried away as if by storrn, and the cas- 
ings of doors broken away with the glass. 
The explosions did not spare the in- 
teriors of stores, 


Tbe explosion tore down buildings to 


the west, the walls of those on the Wash- 
ington streets side being hurled out-ward 
to the street as if a'n explosion had been 
taken place there instead of away at 
the Greenwich street end of the block. 


The first reports of the fire that went 


cut were that the Tarrant building, in 
Its fall, had crashed down upon two 
cro\v<1ed restaurants, ar.d buried a hun- 
dred or more in each. Subsequent ex-

London Enthusiasm Over Return ol Volurrteerl 


Found Vent In General Drunkenness. 


London, Oct. 30.—The City Imperial 


rolunteers, who arrived at Southampton 
from South Africa Saturday on tha 
transport Aurania, reached here by train 
yesterday, marched through London, 
along streets packed by thousands, and 
received a tumultuous greeting. Tha 
postponement of London's welcome di- 
minished the number of spectators, but 
the enthusiasm could scarcely be mora 
general or genuine. Queen Victoria sent 
a message to the returning troops, wel- 
coming them, and inquiring as to their 
health. 


After an eight-hours' march, broken 


by a sermon at St. Paul's cathedral by 
the bishop of Stepney and a speech by 
Lord Mayor Newton, at the Guild Hall, 
the volunteers sat down to a course din- 
ner at the headquarters of the Ancient 
and Honorable artillery 
of London, 


where Lord Wolseley and many other 
notable persons received and addressed 
them. 


The list of casualties among the wel- 


coming multitude was longer than that 
of the whole corps in its 26 engagements 
in South Africa. 
Partial returns from 


the hospitals and police stations indicate 
that more than 200 were badly hurt. 
Two or three were killed outright. 


Many of the soldiers In the line of 


march were hurt in combats with tha 
crowd. 
Altogether London had a wild 


day, with much fun and, unfortunately, 
great grief In many households, becaus* 
of the accidents. 


Indeed the only surprising feature la 


that the casualties were not twice as 
numerous, for when night fell the streets 
of London would have done credit to the 
commune. 
It was a scene of unchecked 


saturnalia that met the eye. 
Fighting 


and swearing- throngs fought vainly 
among themselves for the •right of way. 
The few isolated policemen in evidence 
were borne helpless upon the tide of pa- 
triotic enthusiasm, whose invariable 
characteristic was drunkenness, partial 
or complete. 
The night was a repeti- 


tion of "Makeflng night," without the 
redeeming excuses of that celebrated 
orgy. 
London was turned over to the 


worst element of its population. AVomen 
were insulted, kissed or thrown down 
with impunity in street fights. Pursued 
at the sweet will of inebriate brawlers 
from the sidewalks they streamed along 
historic thoroughiares shouting, sobbing 
and brandishing peacock feathers with 
insane depravity. 
Many OL them ortereu 


no exception to the rule of drunkenness. 
Countless different uniforms of soldiers 
of the empire, regulars, volunteers and 
colonials, added vivid color to an extra- 
ordinary spectacle, the like of which was 
never •witnessed in any American city.

quarters of a cupful of molasses add one 
and a half teaspoonfuls of baking BO&SL 
dissolved in a little liot water; add three- 
quarters of a pint of sour cream, three- 
quarters of a. pound of brown sugar, 'and 
four and a half cupfuls siflted flour. Beat 
thoroughly, add four teaspoonfuls each 
of cinnamon ana allspice, and one and 
cnie-'half pounds of seeded raisins chop- 
ped fine. Bake in a. loaf In a. moderate 
oven. 


Bibbon Oake.—Ono cup of butter, two 


cups of sugar, orte cup of sweet milk, 
three «ggs, four cups of sifted flour, one 
teaspoonful baking powder, and ens tea- 
gpoonlul vanilla. Take one-third of this 
batter and add one cup of chopped rais- 
ins and citron, and a little spice. Bake 
in jelly Itins, two of the light and one of 
the dark mixture, and when cold put to- 
gether with Jelly, tho dark part in the 
middle. 


Farmers' Fruit Oake.—Soak three cups 


of dried apples over night in warm 
water.

epooirfuls of ginger, one tablespoonful of 
cinnamon; roll as soft as possible.

you like the flavon of coffee, you can use 
half cold coffee and half water.

omelet, and liaving tried onoev have tried 
the second time? They are qui'ta a little 
trouble fco make, but are delicious if 
made rtcrht. My friends say I make a 
pood omelet, so send in "my way," hop- 
tne you will print it, and that those mak- 
ing it may have as good success as I. 
Take tw*lve oysters, If larsr*. double that 
cumber if small, six eggs, one cup of 
milk, one tablespoonful of butter, the 
same of parsley, salt and pepper to taste, 
Chop the oyiters very fin«, heat the eggs 
•separately, the whdtes until stiff. Now 
put three tablespoocrfuls of butter in the 
frying pan awd heat while you are mix- 
Ing the omektt. Stir thw mtlk In a deep 
fllsh witbl th« yolk of th« e^gs, and the 
seasoning. "Next add tJh« chopped oysters, 
beating them well as you add gradually. 
\VTien thoroughly mixed, pour In ths 
tnelted butter and then whip in the 
whites aa HghMy aa possible. Have the 
gutter in the pan very hot, and pour in 
th* mixture, do not stir it, but as it 
thickens lift away from, the sides aind up 
trom the bottom thalfc the butter may 
reach every part: be very careful not to 
burn. As soon as the certtre is sat and 
the bottom brown, turn out into a. hot 
flush. This makes enough for four peo- 
ple's breakfast. 


We are very fond of oysters, and in 


their season have ttvem often, either 
broiled, baked or fried. 


To broil them, choose large oysters, 


*rlpe *hem very dry, sprinkle them with 
•aJt and pepper, and broil them upon one 
of the gridirons with close bars, sold for 
that purpose; before you commence be 
sure your fine is hot and clear, as they 
nugt be cookeJ quickly to be good.

DON'T NEGLECT GARNISHES. 


I wish to call the attention of my sis- 


ters who have to do their own. cooking 
to « neglect 'that is so common in most 
families as to be almost the rule, and 
that is the failure to properly garnish 
the food we put on to th'e table. 


It may be -that th« {Tarnish does not 


Improve tlhe taste to any great exltent in 
most instances, but that it improves the 
appearance is so certain as to require no 
demonstration. 
Even a few sprigs of 


parsley on a steak or chop so add to the 
afctractiveness of the dish tha't the most 
careless person can but notice tins dif- 
ference. 


Of all simple garnishes perhaps the 


parsley and lettuce are the bast eind least 
expensive examples. The cost is so slight 
In either cn?o as to be of li'ttle eousa- 
Quence, and the. lisa should r.ever ba neg- 
lected. 
Your grocer -will gladly give you 


as much parsley as you need to "dress 
Up" the meait he furnishes, and if yo-u 
have more than enough you will find it 
excellent for use dn soups and sauces. 


But other things may be used, notably 


vegetables which are to accompany the 
mead. No good housewife -w-ould think of 
serving a. salt fish dinner without beats, 
pickled or freshly boiled, but compara- 
tively few stop ito think Wiait tho beet 
may be used to ornament the dish at the 
same time. This ds simple neslect and 
without excuse. It takes but a momeiu 
to neatly slice the beets and ito arran^f 
them around the dish, and but a lilt'.1 
longer to cut them into fancy design^ 
and let them cover a portion of the fish. 


In the same way you may use carrot?, 


turnips, t&maitces and peas, and you pal 
only add to the desirability of Liie disr. 
garnished as food, but make it appe.vr 
far more appetizing. Thus, for instd-nc--, 
a cutlet garnished -with peas, a potted 
rump with carrots and tonnaitoee, c: 
boiled beef with a variety of vegeftable.-, 
will pi-ease your family far better than 
the plainly prepared meat. 


Try this idea aind in a week or two I 


will send in some recipes for preparing 
some of the garnishes I have found de- 
sirable.

IN In thv ShowfcotiNCN ut ICvery Vtsr- 
fornmnco—Tho«e Wb* Qet the Vre* 
Ticket* nnd ^VUy. 


"All managers are worked regularly, 


pwsisteutly and continuously for 'dead- 
head' tickets," said a Broadway theater 
proprietor, "and if a manager could cash 
in the araouut represeuted by these 
passes he'd be willing to take it for his 
(fason's profits nnd say 'TliHiik you." You 
have no idea what au awful umouut of 
'paper' there is iu the hoube at every per- 
formance, eveii wlu'ii a bij; hit is made 
and the sijxns, 'Free List Absolutely Sus- 
pended' and 'Standing Room Only,' are 
displayed. 


''The deadhead is always there. There's 


no getting rid of him. And even when 
seats are at a premium ami th? public 
can't find tickets at the box office this 
siui ut a. v.-pek nhi-nd Mr. IV'Sdhenil has 
the befat spat iu tlie housi> ^iatis, all the 
same. 
We cau't get rid of him, and I 


don't know that \vo want to—at loajSt the i 
ri^ht sort o£ a deadhpud. lie's a neces- 
sary sort of evil, 1 Huppose. Anyhow, 
he's been a regular attendant ever since ' 
theaters first started and always will be j 
in the line as long as a box otlice is open j 
for business. 


"F'irst araons the doaclheads is the 


newspaper critic. The number of tickets 
Bent out to the newspapers on the pro- 
duction of a new play makes a bis hole 
in the receip*s, but there is a quid pro 
quo, 
for -we set notices in return—some- 


times a fearitil 'roust,' to be sure, but a 
good many favorable notices, or anyhow 
a notice that was intended for a 'roast,* 
but which we cun twist into commenda- 
tion when we come to quote a line or tw.o 
from it on the billboards. 


"All the paper's fft complimentary tick- 


ets for the first night, two to each paper, 
sometimes more. Not only regular dai- 
lies, afternoon and evening, are included 
in the list, but somo that you wouldn't 
think of in running over the names of the 
Kew York papers. 
You -would be sur- 


prised to und out how many papers there 
are in New York. But you can bet tha 
manager kno-ws tbem all. 
They'll be 


alow; at the box office, never fear. Some 
of them—the Icv.st important, or, I should 
Kay, 
the unimportant ones—we stave o££ 


till the serond or third night, but each of 
the leading papers gets two of the best 
aisle seats for the first night. The, first 
night deadheads make a good hole m the 
bunch of tickets—about 60 go in this 
way. 


"But we are not through with the news- 


paper deadheads -n hen we've placed 60 
of tlie best aisle seats in the house at 
their disposal In some newspapers there 
are many men besides the paper's dra- 
matic representatives who are regularly 
on the deadhead list. 
Aside from the 


regular tickets issued for the critic's offi- 
cial use, a pair are often given for some 
member of his family or friends. 
And 


others in the office are similarly favored. 
Some of them don't ask for them and 
won't take them, but others drum us up 
promptly if v>-e don't send them. 


"The list is long enough, I can tell you, 


for the first night, but that only ans-wers 
what I term the 'hurry calls.' The sec- 
ond and third nights, when if the play is 
a big success tee can sell every seat in 
the house for cash, witness the presence 
of more deadheads, chief of which are 
the out of town papers. We've staved 
most of them off the first night, but 
they're right 'in it' on the second, third or 
fourth night, according to their impor- 
tance. You see, we're probably going to 
play their cities later in the season and 
have to bear them in mind. The best of 
them have resident New York correspond- 
ents, and those gentlemen have to be 
carefully handled and delicately consid- 
ered with a pair of tickets each. 
Put 


them down for a total of 60 tickets on 
the second nisht to start -with, and per- 
haps more later. 


"And even this does not get rid of the 


out of town newspaper men, for papers 
here, there and everywhere ask for tick- 
ets, and get them, too, especially the lead- 
ing papers of the smaller nearby cities, 
from which we draw Mr. and Mrs. Com- 
muter and the little Commuters. 


"This is not the end of the deadheads, 


as you will notice presently, but only the 
beginning of them. We're only done with 
the newspaper contingent. 
There are 


lots of others coming—the professional, 
for instance. Every actor or actress who 
is 'at liberty' expects the 'courtesy of the 
house' and smilingly approaches the box 
office with a request for seats—'Good 
ones, please.' Many of these people are 
turned down, but more get in. 


"As a rule, professionals in the audi- 


ence are a most undesirable lot. Though 
they are guests of the house, they keep 
up a running criticism on the play and 
the players in by no means inaudible 
tones. They manage to let everybody in 
their neighborhood know that the play is 
'rot,' or at least is rubbish the way it is 
played; that they refused the leading 
roles themselves and that if they had 
known how badly it was going to be done 
they would certainly have taken pity on 
Jim or Harry—the manager is always 
Jim or Harry io these conversations to 
ehow how intimate they are—they would 
have taken pity on Jim or Harry and 
helped him by accepting the engagement. 
Four or five professionals in an audience 
make 20 well pleased people in the house 
think the play is bad before the evening 
is over, and 20 in the house can pretty 
nearly queer the show—if they get a 
chance. 


"But we are not through with the dead- 


heads yet. I can see them coming, in my 
mind's eye—si-e them coming in droves 
sometimes. They are the special friends 
of the manager, and he never knows how 
wide his circle of acquaintances is tUl he 
hits it off with a good play. There are 
others, business friends of the house, 
whom it won't do to refuse, and business 
friends' friends, eight ont of every ten of 
whom are politely refused, 'as the house 
is sold out" (nit). And then there are the 
friends of ou.r business friends* friends, 
who are turned down on sight. 


"Then there are the politicians, some 


of whom are connected with the munici- 
pal departments, that might give trouble 
through the building, police, fire or other 
department laws, that they might twist 
Into a weapon for personal use, and who 
have to be considered nnd provided for. 
Th";* gnt ti l«t of fr»p scats in the <-ours<> 
of a year. 


"It's a pity, perhaps, you think, that 


we don't wipe out the whole system and 
sell onr goods for cash, just as the mer- 
chant does hii over the counter, but it 
can't be done. Dcadheadism is an evil 
that has grown up with the theater, and 
its roots are too deep to be pulled up 
now."—New Tork Herald.

FEAR OF LIGHTNING STORMS. 


Kervoim Person* Often Victim* of 


Seedless Suffering. 


The keen sullering \vhich some undergo 


just in advance of or during a thunder- 
storm is of a dual nature. The sense of 
impending danger alarms and terrifies, 
but there is also a depression of spirits 
which is physical and real brought about 
by some as yet unknown relation be- 
tween the nervous system and conditions 
of air pressure, humidity and purity. The 
suffering due to depression and partial 
exhaustion requires from those who are 
strong sympathy rather than ridicule. 


The suffering due to alarm and ftight, 


however, is unnecessary. It is largely 
the work of the imagination. To a nerv- 
ous nature there is something appalling 
in the wicked, spiteful gleam of the light- 
ning and the crash and tumnlt of thun- 
der. 
But such a one should remember 


that the flash is almost al-vays far dis- 
tant and that thunder can do no more 
damage than the low notes of a church 
organ. 


The question is often asked, "Do trees 


protect?" 
The answer is that the de- 


grees of protection will vary with the 
character of the tree and its distance 
from a water course. An oak is more lia- 
ble to lightning stroke than a beech. The 
character of the wood, the area of leaf- 
age, the extant and depth of root, will 
determine the liability to stroke. 


Another question which is often asked 


is whether tSiere is danger aboard a large 
steamship daring a thunderstorm. 
On 


the contrary, there are few safer places. 
Sufficient' metal with proper superficial 
area is interposed in the path of the 
lightning and its electrical energy con- 
verted into harmless heat and rapidly 
dissipated. 


Accidents occur chiefly because the vic- 


tims generally place themselves in the 
line of greatest strain and thus form part 
of the path of discharge. For this reason 
it is not wise to stand under trees, near 
flagpoles or masts, in doorways, on porch- 
es, close to fireplaces or near barns. 
Those who are not exposed in any of 
these ways may feel reasonably safe. It 
should be remembered in the event of ac- 
cident that lightning doea not always kill. 
It more often results in suspended anima- 
tion than in somatic death. Therefore, in 
case of accident, try to restore animation, 
keep the body -warm and send for a phy- 
sician without delay.—Century.

' Wonders will never cease. We learn 
of a democratic candidate for the le- 
gislature in Brookline, that home of 
fine-spun theories and theorists, ad- 
vocating the more rigid drawing of 
party lines in the house of representa- 
tives. And the Boston nerald, a very 
fine hair-splitter, actually looks favor- 
ably upon the thing and talks a good 
deal about party responsibility. The 
fact is, the value of the party as an 
aid to honest government is being set 
up in the place of the so-called non- 
partisan politics that has been in such 
favor of late. The Boston Herald says 
a good deal that is true and we re- 
produce a portion of its article: 


An issue has been raised by the dem- 


ocratic candidate to the state legisla- 
ture in the town of Brookline. which 
would be of greater interest and value 
If It were given a wider extensions 
This is that a reform should be made 
in our general court by establishing 
to a greater degree than Is now the 
case, the principle of party responsi- 
bility. At the present time members 
lire elected to the senate and house of 
representatives as the result of party 
nominations. There are no state issues 
upon which parties can be formed; al- 
though, If it were not for the predomi- 
nance of the national political organi- 
sations, "there is not much doubt that 


^ state Issues could readily be found. 


(But. when once elected, the party lines 
and the political responsibility of the 
•Senators and the representatives en- 


t tlrely cease. 


t 
It Is pointed out that the legislature 


* o£ this year has the reputation of hav- 


ing been the worst body, so far as 
corrupt methods are concerned, that 
•ver held its sessions at the state 
house. It may be that, reports con- 
cerning it have been exaggerated, and 
that, collectively, it was not as black 
mjs it was painted; but that it was im- 
possible to put through more or less 
'desirable legislation, except by dis- 
. creditable lobby methods; that there 
were attempts 
made at legislative 


blackmailing is, we understand, the 
belief entertained by those who close- 
ly 
followed 
legislative proceedings. 


The 
legislature 
adjourned without 


•purging itself of these imputed offenc- 
es, and we believe, there is not a. sin- 
gle member of it who has suffered in 
the public esteem because of his as- 
sociation \vitn it. There is no political 
party to be held responsible, for. the 
reason that 
party lines were not 


drawn. Each member acted in his in- 
dividual capacity, and was, from first 
to last, a law unto himself. 


It may be said that this is a desirable 


condition, for the reason that imrty 
government leads to the display of p--.- 
tisan feeling, and brings about narrow 
party action. But, on the other hand, 
our government was rounded on the 
•apposition that it was to be a gov- 
ernment of and by parties, ana fiat, 
In the event of wrongdoing, not certain 
.Isolated individuals, who may or may 
not be discoverable, but the party to 
.which they belonged, was to be held 


• accountable by the people for Its faults 


Of omlMion and commission. 


M'r. Bryan wants his friends to put 


their money into his campaign fund 
instead of betting it. It makes no dif- 
ference, It will bo lost either way. 


If It Is the disposition of a party's 


opponents to hold Its officers to strict 
accountability it Is the uuty of every 
member of that party to see to it that 
the candidates of the opponents get 
llttlo encouragement, but from their 
own set. 


All appearances aside, the talk Is to 


the ffect that the labor men are remem- 
bering 
the fact that Mr. Brown's 


friends wanted to keep Huffnagle off 
the ticket. Considerable single voting 
by democrats is booked. There is no 
doubt that now the temper of many 
union men and democrats is in favor 
of voting for one man only. 


That wasn't much of a democratic 


rally last night. Mr. Hlbbard and the 
second Mr. Bryan didn't prove to be 
very great drawing cards. About a 
score met in St. Jean .daptiste hall, 
resolved theifiselves into a committee 
to search the \va. side for listeners and 
succeeded in raising the crowd to about 
three score and_ten, and then it died. 


College professors have proved en- 


thusiastic campaigners, locally as well 
as throughout the country, and have 
been targets for their political oppo- 
nente. But it should be regarded as 
unfortunate judgment on the part of a 
college student on either side of the 
question to attack professors of his own 
institution with adjectives whose mild- 
est fault is their scurrility. 


The lot of those childrenl who will not

knows that he can get 100 or 200 of the 
tablets or capsules in the 
original 


package for about half what the drug- 
gist will charge him for six or a dozen 
of them, put up anew as a prescribed 
medicine. So the patier.lt buys his big 
box or bottle, and after he has followed 
the doctor's directions, he has a lot o£ 
the drug left over. This he is almost 
sure to use as his own judgment dic- 
tates, to his harm, possibly, and cer- 
tainly to the monetary disadvantage of 
both the doctor and the druggist. If 
the doctors would only consider the 
pocket of the patient a little, and not 
make, or rather try to make, him pay 
50 cents for, say, a dozen quinine pills, 
the total amount of 'amateur dosing 
would be vastly decreased.—New York 
Times.

Inasmuch as Arabic • 
writing has no fewer than 638 distinct 
characters the difficulties to be over- 
come are obvious. There are, how- 
ever, in Arabic only 29 letters, each let- 
ter having many different forms. • One 
letter, for example, has 65 forms, the 
purpose of this variety in forms being 
that each letter shall join with the ad- 
jacent letters whatever their shape. 


This condition of affairs, obviously, is 


j hard on the typesetter, and for a long 


time past Arabic scholars have desired 
to contrive compromise characters, so , 
to 
speak, which would join well 
] 


enough and which at the same time ' 
would be satisCactoiy to readers of the I 
written language. This has at length j 
been accomplished, and as one of the 
results of the chirographic reform an 
Arable typewriter will soon be placed 
on the market 


Thus Arabic merchants In the United 


States and all over the world will be 
able to conduct their correspondence 
much more easily than hitherto. The 
Arabic language Is In use today in 
Egypt Persia and Arabia. Such an 
achievement gives hope that there may 
yet arrive a Chinese typewriter not- 
withstanding the fact that in that lan- 
guage 24,000 distinct characters are in 
accepted use among the educated.

Rev. Alice K. Wright Speaks to Sons 


of Temperance 


Gurfteld division, Sons of Temperance, 


held a concert in Urand Army hall 
Monday evening following a supper, 
and there was a large attendance. Mem 
bers of the Adams lodge were present, 
and a very profitable evening was 
spent.

Mrs. Wright in her address spoke of 


the methods adopted in 
temperance 


work by the Sons of Temperance and 
was heartily in sympathy with them. 
It is a personal work and Is carried on 
with good results. It does not meddle 
with politics and the lodge is able to 
work among those people whom the 
church cannot reach. Churches "ought 
to aid the Sonto of Temperance and 
miuioteis ought to lend their 
voicf* 


and whatever assistance they can. 
There is no use trying to legislate until 
the temperance people are in the ma- 
jority. At the present time the gov- 
ernment passes liquor laws but they 
all tend to the increase of the traffic, 
because of the rerenlue the government 
derives from it. It is a deplorable 
fact but nevertheless true. 


The government fails to perform a 


great duty when it allows its soldiers 
in foreign countries to become inebri- 
ates. The liquor traffic in the Philip- 
pines 
is 
encouraged. 
The soldiers, 


sons of good mothers, are taken in the 
army, the boys are under military dis- 
cipMnb and if the rules were carried 
out they would certainly be men of 
sobriety, but instead they are allowed 
to Jo almost as they please concerning 
the use of liquor. 


Mrs. 
Wright spoke of woman's suf- 


frage as a cure for the liquor evil. She 
is not a radical suffragist but believes 
that the ballot is the only thing that 
cap be brought to bear effectively on 
the saloon question. If the ballot were 
res-tricted from educational require- 
ment there would be a change. Hope 
is sought in the ranks of the profes- 
sional women and in school teachers. 
Mrs. Wright believes there is a ten-

'Williams Student Makes Remarkable 


Speech at Kenubilcan P.allr Con- 


cerning: Democratic 
l*rofes- 


sors. 


The Williams college republican club 


held its ttrst college rally in the opera 
house last evening. The rally was pre- 
ceded by a street parade. The parade 
formed on Spring stret and marched 
to the home of N. H. Sabin. where they 
met the speakers and escorted them to 
the opera house. The parade was head- 
ed by the Citizens' brass band, follow- 
ed by the four classes from the col- 
lege. Seated on the stage were Jud«e 
S. G. Tenney, Sidney B. Wood. Wil- 
liams '01, Ernest O. Thayer of Boston, 
James W. Bullock, C. C. Clark of Chi- 
cago, President C. H. Burr. Professor 
Leverott Spring. Dr. Franklin Carter 
and several representatives of the col- 
lege classes. The meeting was opened 
by a short speech by Stanley "W->«h- 
burn. president of the college republi- 
can' club. He spoke of the lack of in- 
terest which was shown by the col- 
leg" men early in the season, and the 
enthusiasm which had been aroused 
and is now being sustained. He then 
made a few remarks on imperialism 
nnd militarism, after which he intro- 
duced Judge S. G. Tenney as chair- 
man of the meeting. 


Judge Termey spoke ol the spirit 


which was being shown by the college 
men in the campaign. He then devoted 
his 
remarks 
to 
the 
candidates, 


•whose names will appear on the ballot. 
He spoke in the highest terms of Gov- 
ernor Crane, Congressman 
Lawrence 


and Representative Brown. 


Professor Spring spoke of the dif- 


ficult problems which had been charac- 
teristic of the administration of Pres- 
ident HcKinley and of the successful 
manner in which President McKinley 
had dealt with them, and on the other 
hand of the uncertain elements of the 
democratic party. 


Sidney B. Wood opened his speech 


•by expressing himself as not 'being 
rwell pleased with the small representa- 
tion present from the college club. He 
Epoke on imperialism and free silver. 
He then arraigned those profesosrs who 
3iad taken part in the Bryan and Stev- 
enson club meetings. In speaking of 
them he said: 
"There is a certain bull-headed prof- 


tessor, who leaves his home and college 
'duties to felow hot air at every con- 
gregation of his democratic friends. 
Through the office of his manager, a 
g-entleman connected with the college 
in a financial capacity, he so arranges 
matters that the echoes of his ravines 
have scarce died out when the port- 
raits of our honored war heroes in 
Grand Army hall are seen to writhe 
in their frames at 
the 
unpatriotic 


bluster of his harangues. This man. 
a professor in a political subject, per- 
verts the principles of that subject and 
applies them in their perversion to the 
foundations 
of our 
federal 
edifice. 


Now, I wish to speak of Uie gravest 
case of all. Last week at the demo- 
cratic rally here, another professor in 
a political subject was deliverrns- an 
address on imperialism. In the midst 
of his remarks a body of 'Williams 
students passed on their way to a local 
political gathering. 
The face of the 


crabbed vegetarian gre-w livid, his hair 
rose on end, and he eccclaimed in. a 
frenzy, 'Thank Heavtii, those street 
fakirs are not coming here!' What do 
you think of a professor in modern 
languages, who endeavors to initiate 
himself into the good graces of his mild 
eyed auditors by making humor of that 
great man in x\hose hands we have 
confided the rudder of our great ship 
of state? 
Or of a moss-s?rown fossil-'' 


Ized professor of modern languages who 
when visited by a body of Williams 
students and asked to give some se- 
lections from his political thoughts re- 
plied: 
"My mind is so unbalanced 


that I have not arrived at a single 
opinion.' " 


Ernest O. Thayer of Boston was the 


last speaker. His speech, which was 
very brief, was confined to the need of 
unity in the party.

of his experience Tuth a coca chewer. 
"A inan was employed 1)7 me." he said, 
"in very laborious digging. During the 
five dajs and niftlit s he was in my serv- 
ice he never t.isttfl food and took only 
two hours' sleep wtfli eight, but at inter- 
vals of two liouis and a half or throe 
hours he repentoJl:? cliewed about half 
an ounce of coon leaves and kept an 
'acullico' continually in his mouth. I was 
constantly beside lili'i. and therefore had 
the opportunity ofc-'inscly observing him. 


"The work for which I had engaged 


him bein^ finished, he accompanied oie 
on a two days' jmiimey across the level 
ground 
Thous!» on foot, he kept the 


pace of niy miile aiad halted only for the 
chaccar (chewing). 
On leaving me he 


declared that he iv-onld willingly engage 
himself again for -the same amount of 
work and that he would go through it 
without food if I trould hut allow him a 
sufficient supply otf coca. 
The village 


priest assured me t hat this man was 02 
years of age nnd that he had never 
known hiru to bo 151 in his life."—Sucre

Fine Floral'Attraction! of the N«wlr 


Made Fark_-Worlc on the Greand* 
In at an Aavaneeil Stage—Delairare 
Park'» Xntnral BeantlcB—The Vari- 
ou» Dcpartmeutn. 
A thins that is almost certain to sur- 


prise the visitor to the grounds of the 
Pan-Ar.ioricr.il exposition at Buffalo is 
the attractiveness of the scene which 
i.s already presented six months In ad- 
vance of the opening day, writes Bd- 
Trard Hale Brush in the Washington 
Star. This is due In no email degree 


, to the landscape effects, which are In 
a most unnstial state of forwardness. 


When the Paris exposition opened, 


visitors had to wade through shavings 
and rubbish of all sorts if they wished 
to see the exhibits. This naturally de- 
tracted a great deal from the enjoy- 
ment the exposition as a whole might 
have afforded. 
Judging by the prog- 


ress already macip, there will be no 
hardships and inconveniences of this 
kind, no unpleasant sights or sojinds to 
detract from the agreeable effect of the 
scene when the gates of the Paa-Amer- 
'Ican exposition open on May 1, 1901. 


Already there are within the b!j? 


fence which incloses the grounds 'seem- 
ingly boundless stretches of velvety 
lawn. 
A few months ago this was 


chiefly hard, dry, almost bare clay. 
The work of the landscape architect 
and the horticultural department has 
•wrought a remarkable transformation. 
The grass which covers these newly 
piade portions of the site Is ns fuesh 
and green as the grass of April or ear- 
ly May. The promenade bordered with 
poplars that surrounds the Grand ca- 
nal, which completely encircles the 
grounds, is already a delightful place 
for a stroll. The banks of the canal 
are green and inviting, and the poplars 
•have attained such a growth that they 
already afford a pleasing shade. 


A large area on the west side of the 


grounds which, even in July, was a 
formidable clay bank is now finally 
graded and covered with grass and Is 
ns green and smooth as a billiard table. 
The shrubbery which has been plan-t- 
ed is doing finely, and the scene as a 
whole indicates that not only will the 
buildings be completed nnd the ex- 
hibits installed when the gates open, 
but the finishing touches will have 
been put upon the landscape and every- 
Iftiintr will present the appearance of 
readiness for the expected guests. Of 
course, it is of the greatest ad'fcntage 
to the exposition to have as a part of 
the grounds the finest portion of Dela- 
ware park, with its lake, wooded hills, 
.winding roads and pathways and rare 
shrubbery, plants and flowers. All this 
represents the work of 36 years and 
an expenditure of millions of dollars. 
It w.ould be folly to alter in any radi- 
cal manner the character or adorn- 
ments of this beautiful park. 
It is 


natural gardening, and the buildings of 
the exposition which are situated in 
Delaware park proper will not disturb 
to any material extent its present char- 
acter, but will add to rather than de- 
tract from the natural beauty of the 
landscape. 


Highly 
colored and formal beds 


would be out of place in the environ- 
ment of this .park. But as one passes 
from the Delaware park proper Into 
the newly made park adjoining It, 
where the principal group of exposition 
buildings 
is 
situated, 
the 
scene 


changes. One scarcely knows where 
the old park ends and the new park 
begins, but the change is striking. 
Formal avenues take the place of 
winding roads. Straight line terraces, 
•with sharp angles, and a more general- 
ly formal arrangement of the land- 
scape denote the gardens of the orient 
and of Europe for centuries past. 


Beds of flowering plants are intro- 


duced profusely to add to the bril- 
liancy of the general effect. 
In the 


.wide spaces on either side of the great 
esplanade, facing the buildings of the 
govei'nment group on the one hand 
and of horticulture, mines and graphic 
erts on the other, will be sunken gar- 
dens, surrounded by the choicest of 
flowers'and bordered with such rare 
aquatics ns the exotic nymphrcas and 
the Egyptian lotus. The fountains in 
the center of those sunken gardens are 
now being constructod, tho grading 
has been done, and many of the beds of 
flowers are assuming shape. 


In the space to Hio southwest of the 


•horticultural group, across the Grand 
canal, is an extensive area which is 
partly wooded and partly planted with 
shrubs. Here and in all adjoining area 
which has been left mostly eloar of 
itrees and shrubs some of the finest 
floral exhibits will bo made. Nursery- 
men, llorists and horticulturists gen- 
erally realize the opportunity which 
they will have nt tho Pan-American 
and are competing eagerly for places 
for exhibits.' Thus the display Of this 
character is sure to be the finest of its 
kind ever made and will greatly en- 
hance the beauty of the landscape and 
the attractions of the exposition as a 
.whole. 


The work on tho horticulture build- 


ing is making flne progress, and the 
ether buildings of tho group, those of 
mines and graphic arts, are nearly 
completed. 
The conservatories con- 


necting the latter buildings with thnt 
of horticulture arc among the most 
beautiful architectural features of ihe 
exposition, and when filled wiMi rare 
plants next summer will be a great 
center of Interest. Tho conservatories 
are now completed and will be heated 
so that early in the winter they can be 
utilized for plants. Although not mod- 
ern constructed conservatories, they 
have all the requisites to the growth 
nnd welfare of any plants which it will 
be desirable to display. 
During the 


exposition these conservatories will be 
kept constantly gay with blooming 
plants and line foliago and, in fact, ev- 
erything new nnd ln>nmifiil in orna- 
mental plant*. 


The many little lagooni bordering 


and running up from tho mirror lakes, 
profusely planted with n great variety 
of water lilios and other aquatics, givo 
the aspect of having boon the work of 
years luntoad of only ntontha.

LANGLEY ON AIRSHIPS. 


Noted Scientist Thin Us Count Zeppe- 


lin Has Xot Solved the Problem. 
Professor Langley of the Smithsoni- 


an institution, who is interested in air- 
ships, was a passenger on the incoming 
steamship Oceanic, which arrived at 
New York the other morning. 
Profess- 


or Langley went abroad some months 
ago on a tacation and while there 
transacted some business with institu- 
tions abroad looking toward an ex- 
change of specimens with the Smithso- 
nian. 


When asked his opinion of the Zeppe- 


lin airship's trial at Lake Constance, 
he said to a reporter of tlie New York 
Post: 


""While on the other siJe I took some 


interest in the movements of airships, 
but I did not see nor do I intend to see 
the Zeppelin airship. I heard in France 
that the trial was only partially suc- 
cessful. 
Zeppelin's airship is not an 


airship, but a dirigible balloon, and 
even if the trials are entirely success- 
ful it will not solve the problem of air 
navigation, as his machine is Intended 
for observations and not for passen- 
gers. 


"My O'wn experience is that an air- 


ship must be one lifted by machinery 
and not by gas. I understand, howev- 
er, that since I left the other side there 
has been a more satisfactory trial of 
Zeppelin's ship. I will read about this 
trial later. 


"While I was away I visited Hiram 


Maxim, the inventor, and I supprse 
that he is continuing his experiments 
with the airship." 


"Do you think the problem of air 


navigation Is nearing a solution?" 


"To answer that question •would open 


Tip a long chapter, and I have not the 
time to discuss the matter now. Wheth- 
er the final solution will come by the 
dirigible balloon or by the aeroplane 
airship I can-not pretend to say."

Innovation on St. I/onls earn That 


May Prove n Convenience. 


Something entirely new in street car 


conveniences is the telephone being fit- 
ted to tile cars of the St. Charles, Rock 
Road and Western company, says a St.

The merchants and manufJietureni of 


the west, according to a Denver special 
to the Chicago Record, have taken up 
the policy advocated by the National 
Irrigation association and are endeav- 
oring to create a wave of popular senti- 
ment in favor of a government appro- 
priation for an immense storage reser- 
voir system in the arid lands. 


Letters are being sent east explain- 


ing that the benefits derived from a na- 
tional system of storage reservoirs 
would not be purely local, but would 
extend to the entire country. Especial- 
ly ia it impressed on the people of the 
south that the millions of dollars that 
are now spent In fighting the Mississip- 
pi floods would be saved If the so cal^ 
ed arid region could be dotted -with ar- 
tificial lakes. Most of the water that 
feeds the Mississippi comes from th« 
streams that have their source In the 
Rocky mountains. If the water could 
be caught and stored at Its source ta- 
Btead of being allowed to rush Into the 
Mississippi and flood the lowlands of 
the south, there would be no need ot 
building new levees and spending thou- 
sands in repairing those that are wash- 
ed away by spring freshets every year.

FILIPINOS AT 
NORMAL 
SCHOOL 


Po»ibility That Native Teachers May bo 


Sent Here to Study 


The state board of education and 


Principals of normal schools in the 
state have received letters from Fred 
W. Atkinson, superintendent of public 
instruction in 'the Phu/ppines, asking 
if it will be possible to send Filipino 
teachers and students to the normal 
schools of the state for an American 
education, and if their tuition would 
be given them free. This matter will 
be considered by the state board, as 
the principals of the normal schools 
have no jurisdiction in the matter. 


Prnicipal Murdock said when asked 


in rpg-ard to the local normal school, 
that it would depend entirely on what . 
choice 
the state board 
makes of ' 


schools to which the Filipinos may 
be sent, in case it is decided to send 
them to this state. It has been the 
custom in Massachusetts, when for- 
eigners are sent to this country, for 
their expenses to be paid by their own 
governments, while this state jjivps 
them free tuitiort in the normal schools. 


In this case, the United States gov- 


ernment will be asked whether it will 
pay the expenses of tho Filipinos or 
not, 
and in all probability the state 


board will give them free tuition. Mr. 
Atkinson asks especially if tnere are 
men and women in the vicinity of the 
normal schools who would help to nay 
the living expenses of the Filipinos. 
His letter follows: 


Dear Sir: It is the intention of the 


department of education to send to the 
United States from time to time some 
of the more promising- Filipinos, so 
that they may come in contact with 
American social, commercial and poli- 
tical customs and usnfres. 
Th« plan 


is al firpt to select from the better class 
of teachers those who know some Eng- 
lish, and to arrange for them in con- 
nection wHh some normal school a 
year's course of practical study and 
observation. 


"Would you be willing to assist the 


efforts of the department in this di- 
rection? Would tuition be furnished 
them free? 
The government authori- 


ties will provide transporation, but 
that is all. The native teachers have 
been paid such small salaries that they 
cannot pay their own way. Are there 
in your vicinity enthusiastic, patriotic 
American men and women who would 
gladly act tipun committees to raise 
means for their board and other ex- 
penses and contribute to the success of 
this plan? Suggestions are invited.
